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72 WAS RECORD YEAR FOR VEGETABLE GROWERS | 


SACRAMENTO — 1972 was 
a year of records for California 
vegetable growers, who 
established numerous records in 
acreage, yield, production, price, 
and value of many vegetable 
crops. 

The state total output at 
10,215,290 tons was a record 
high, and 12 percent above last 
year’s production, and the 
following vegetable crops set 
new production records in 
California: Broccoli, brussels 
Sprouts, cantaloupes, carrots, 
cauliflower, cucumbers for 
pickles, honeydew melons, 
lettuce, bell peppers, and winter 
processing spinach. 

The important processing 
tomato crop set a new record 
yield at 25.3 tons per acre, 
compared with the previous high 
of 23.8 tons in 1970; processing 
tomato production reached 4.53 
million tons, the second largest 
crop. 

Another important California 
vegetable crop lettuce 
established many new records 
during 1972. Yields were at new 
record levels for the winter, 
spring, and summer crops, and 
both total production and total 
value were record highs. 

Some of the other vegetables 
which attained record yields in 
1972 were: Early spring 
broccoli, early summer carrots,
